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and asked that it be removed and a retraction be put in its place. Ms. Rice stated that after speaking to Mr. Upton, a 
Symmes project manager, he confirmed that Mr. Kevin F. Greeley, his family, nor his firm did any work for the 
Symmes project. 

Mr. Greeley announced that he intends to run this spring for reelection.
